The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claims 7, 18 and 29 are canceled. 

In claim 1, line 3, after "about 11%" and before "a single sheet" the phrase "or 
less," has been deleted and the phrase - - to about 7%, - - has been inserted in place 
thereof. 

In claim 1 , line 4, after "Void Volume of about" and before "per gram" the phrase 
"or greater" has been deleted and the phrase - - to about 1 1 grams - - has been inserted 
in place thereof. 

In claim 12, line 4, after "about 11%" and before "a single sheet" the phrase "or 
less," has been deleted and the phrase - - to about 7%, - - has been inserted in place 
thereof. 
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In claim 12, line 5, after "Volume of about" and before "per gram" the phrase "or 
greater" has been deleted and the phrase - - to about 1 1 grams - - has been inserted in 
place thereof. 

In claim 23, line 4, after "about 1 1 %" and before "a single sheet" the phrase "or 
less," has been deleted and the phrase - - to about 7%, - - has been inserted in place 
thereof. 

In claim 23, line 5, after "Void Volume of about" and before "per gram" the phrase 
"or greater" has been deleted and the phrase - - to about 1 1 grams - - has been inserted 
in place thereof. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1,12 and 23 the prior art fails to teach or suggest a roll of 
bath tissue comprising a basesheet, said basesheet has a geometric mean stretch of 
about 11% or less, a single sheet caliper of about 0.01 inch or less, and a void volume 
of about 8 grams or greater per gram of tissue. 

The closest prior art Salman, Edwards and Farrington fail to disclose a geometric 
mean stretch of about 1 1 % or less. Furthermore, the prior art fails to provide motivation 
for obtaining applicant's recited mean stretch with a single sheet caliper of about 0.01 
inch or less, and a void volume of about 8 grams or greater per gram of tissue. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
